The State Emblem of India is an adaptation from the 
Samath Lion Capital of Asoka which is preserved in the 
Sarnath Museum . The Lion Capital has four lions 
mounted back to back on a circular abacus . The frieze 
of the abacus is adorned with sculptures in high relief 
of an elephant, a galloping horse , a bull and a lion 
separated by intervening Dharma Chakras . The abacus 
rests on a bell- shaped lotus.no 


In exercise of the powers conferred by
